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MUNICIPAL PENSIONS 
TO THE EDITOR OF THK TRIsH TIMES 
Sin,--Your article on “' Municipal Pen- 
sions’ calls for Some comment and correc- 
ion from this Union, as the mouthpiece of 
the Dublin municipal service, The writer of

the article in question admits that the pen- 
; allowances’ to two rate collectors 
decided upon by the City Commissioners on 
jast Saturday are well deserved, It is diffi- 
cult, then, to see what was the object of the 


article, unless it were to focus attention upon 
the low standard of remuneration and tose 
conditions in industrial establishments, The 
statement that, ‘‘ as compared with most 
persons of at least equal education and in- 
dustry in other walks of life, Dublin’s muni- 
«pal stafis are much to be envied,” and 
subsequent comments on the remuneration of 
municipal officers, make it clear that the 
writer of your article is unfamiliar with the 
standard of educational qualifications re- 
quired in the Dublin Corporation service. or 
the standard of remuneration obtaining there- 
in. A mumeipal service is not comparable 
with # commercial or manufacturing concern 
Jt is, to some extent, comparable with the 
Civil Service or the banks, in which, how- 
better salaries conditions obtain than 
n the Dublin municipal service. Few manu- 
facturing or commercial concerns are staffed 

th employés of educational standard equal 

that of the ordinary official in the Dublin 
Corporation service, and employés of that 
standard im commercial concerns are to be 
found only in the higher paid positions. 

In your article the position of a manager 
or principal clerk,of a mariufacturing under- 
taking at £700 to £800 a year is quoted. 
What is the nature of this undertaking ; 
how many hands does it employ; what is its 
turnover? It is obviously not a concern such 
as the Imperial Tobacco Company, Guin- 
ness's, Jacob's, or the Dublin United Tram. 
ways Company. With what, then, is the 
service of the municipality compared? We 
claim that the municipal service can only 
he compared with the Civil Service or with 
large public utility institutions, such as the 
banks. With such as these we shall welcome 
comparison, both as regards the educational 
qualification of our members and the salaries 
aid, 

[he Dublin Corporation scales of salary 
are not enviably anama The average 
ofhcial cannot aspire to a position carrying 
a higher salary than £250 per annum, plus a 
variable cost of living bonus (at present equal 
to £119), and many must remain at a much 
lower salary. The tendency in recent years 


ever, 


has been to depreciate the standard of 
remuneration, and to reduce the normal 
opportunities to promotion. Several higher 
positions have been unfilled for some 
time past, and the proportion of lower 
paid to higher’ paid positions has 
been greatly increased. In these matters 


the officials hold that they have a strong 
grievance, One of the arguments always ad- 
vanced in explanation of the payment of 
public officers at lower rates than those ob- 
taining in private concerns is that the public 
official has a right to pension at the end of 
his life’s service—that a pension is deferred 
salary. The standard of municipal pensions 
—one-sixtieth of the annual salary for every 
completed year of service—is not high. In 
certain abnormal cases a number of years 
may be added for the purpose of the com- 
putation. In the case in question the posi- 
tions of two rate-collectors were abolished ; 
they are entitled to compensation for the 
abolition of their positions and the consequent 
loss in salary. It is the recognised prin- 
ciple in such cases to increase the number of 
years by fifty per cent. In the present 
case the net# result to the Dublin ratepayers 
is a saving of about £530 per annum. 

As the position of rate-collector has been 
specially stressed, it may be of interest to 
point out that the remuneration of collectors 
some years ago was on a percentage basis, 
and in some cases amoúnted to almost double 
the amount paid to the present collectors. It 
is stated that their work is not onerous, This 
statement would suggest that the writer was 
not familiar with the duties of this very 
responsible position, which are so heavy that 
they cannot be confined to official hours at 
ordinary times, and necessitate long hours of 
over-time work at home during many weeks 
of the year. It is due to the hard over- 
time work on the part of the present rate- 
collectors that the rate collections have been 
so satisfactory in Dublin City for some years

PROHIBITION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim.—I appreciate many of your remarks 
as Saturday’s article on ‘Sober Eng- 
land,” but allow me to say that your refer- 
ence to prohibition in Lasedicn does not 
meet with the same approval on the part of 
those who rejoice in the incomparable gains 
that have followed in the wake of the 
abolition of what the late Dr. Peake once 
described ‘as “the greatest curse of our 
time.” Owing to the activity of the anti- 
prohibition Press in the States it is customary 
to dwell on the lawlessness and crime that 
still prevail in that great land. - No doubt, 
in centres like New York, where there are 
heterogeneous elements, much crime does pre- 
vail; but it must not be forgotten that 
the crime wave was rampant long before 
prohibition became law. Sir Wifred 1 
Grenfell, M.D., ©C.M.G.. of Labrador, said 
net long ago: “I have recently been all over 
America, and not two per cent, of the liquor 
that used to be sold before prohibition is 
now sold. It is all rubbish to put the crime 
wave down to prohibition, It 1s due to two 
things—one is the automobile, and the other 
is the lawyer. Between these two, a 
criminal finds it so very easy to escape that 
the risk is as negligible as in the sport cf 
shooting rabbit.’ 

Why did you not refer to the immense 
social gains that have come with prohibition? 
I am away from home at the moment, and, 
therefore, cannot give figures; but it must 
be borne in and that President Hoover 
acknowledged that one of the main conti.- 
butory factors to the abounding prosperity 
of his country was prohibition. A Cabinet 
Minister in Northern Ireland said some time 
ago that, as a result of prohibition, the 
workingman had come to realise what com. 
parative riches were. Can we dare to say 
that strong drink is not the hidden hand 


behind poverty, crime, Íúnacy and many 
motoring accidents to-day’ 

Instead of talking about uending our 
liberty we should” develop our social con 


science; and when, through an enlightened 
imagination, we see the problems of unem 
ployment and its kindretl troubles aggravated 
by this vigantic evil, we shall have no hesiti- 
tion in demanding that this ' crying curse 
of Christendom ’’ must be eradicated from 
the Jife of the nation. — Yours, etc.,

QUEENSTOWN, 


AMERICAN VISITORS 
HOMEWARD BOUND. 


— 


Animated scenes were witmessed at Queens- 
town during Sunday and Monday, our Queens- 
town Correspondent, writing yesterday, states. 
Close on fifteen hundred passengers, accom- 
panied by hundreds of friends, swarmed the 
main thoroughfares of the town awaiting the 
arrival of three steamers—Scythia, Adriatic 


and Republic—to carry them across the 
Atlantic. Special trains were run from 
various districts to convey this large con- 


course of people into the town, and through- 
out Saturday last the staffs of the local offices 
of the Cunard, White Star and United States 
Lines were hard pressed to deal with such a 
large volume of passengers, of whom the 
majority were American tourists. 

So great was the influx into the town that 
many were unable to procure lodgings for the 
night. The Republic, from Continental ports, 
arrived at scheduled time, and embarked close 
on two hundred and fifty passengers before 
proceeding on her journey to New York. The 
arrival of the Cunarder Scythia and White 
Star liner Adriatic was considerably delayed 
by gales experienced in the Mersey, and these 
vessels did not resume their voyage from 
Queenstown until eleven o'clock vesterdav 
morning, twenty-four hours behind scheduled 
time. 

The embarkation of nearly fifteen hundred 
passengers in the two days constituted a post- 
war “record “ for the port. The White Star 
liner Adriatic, in embarking 3 total of six 
hundred and seventy-three passengers, created 
a figure which has not been exceeded by any 
single vessel for more than ten years past. - 

A youthful passenger by the United States 
Lines steamer Republic was the thirteen 
years old Master Daniel O'Callaghan, cousin 
of the Irish athlete, Dr. P. O’Callaghan.

ALLEGATIONS OF AMERICAN 
SCOUT LEADER. 


From Revurer’s Conrresponpent. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 
Hideous scenes of drunkenness, which are 
alleged to, have been witnessed in London by 
Mr. Walter Grebner, an American Scout 
leader who attended the recent Jamboree. are 
described in this week's supplement issued by 
the Methodist Board of Temperance. “In 
one evening, within two blocks,”’ says Mr. 
Grebner, “we eounted fourteen people 
violently drunk, half oí whom were women.” 
* Since coming to London,” Mr. Grebner’s 
vivacious account of his adventures continues, 


““we have noted more obnoxious and more 
wretched-looking people than one sees in a 
month in the States. Last night we saw the 
reason why. Returning from Madame 


Tussaud’s, we took a walk and mingled with 
the crowds in a fashionable part of West 
minster. Three women, dead drunk, called 
us names, but a policeman dispersed them. 
Further on we found eight ‘ pubs,’ all located 
within two blocks, and all of which 
just about to close; the crowds at their doors 
were mostly elderly women, fiffy per cent. 
of whom were ‘stewed.’ They were yelling 
and howling and gulping down beer. One 
old woman fell down, dead drunk, in the 
middle of the street, while a man and his 
wife were engaged in a fist fight.’’

A foreman fitter, William Johnston (43), of 
4 Hatfield street, Belfast, employed by 
Messrs. Workman, Clark (1928), 14d., was 
found shot in the shipyard yesterday morp- 
ing. He was conveyed to the Royal Victoria 
Hespital, where he was operated on, and he 
is expected to recover. A bullet entered his 
temple, and glenced upward. 
BLACKBERRIES. ; 

There is a good crop of blackberries in 
Counties Tyrone and Donegal this season. 
Never has the supply been so plentiful. Good 
prices also are being offered to blackberry 
gatherers. In the Strabane district they are 
Leing paid 1s. 6d. per stone, and large num 
bers of girls, women and men are at present 
employed at this work. 


CONVEYANCE OF PORK. 

In the Belfast Summons Court yesterday, 
Thomas Small, Magheranock, Ballynahinch, 
and Robert Gourley, Magheracourse, Bally- 
gowan, were fined 5s, and costs for a breach 
of the by-laws in respect of the conveyance 
of pork through the public thoroughfares. 
Evidence was given by Inspector Reynolds, 
who stated that in both cases the carcases 
were not covered. Ignorante of the by-law 
was pleaded as a defence. 


BELFAST MAN'S WILL. 

Mr. James Trelford, of 5 Cedar avenue, 
Belfast, formerly secretary of the Brookfield 
Spinning Co., Belfast, and for over twenty 
years secretary of the Belfast Cathedral Board, 
who died on March 18 last, aged 74 years, 
left personal estate in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland valued at £6,512 18s. 9d. 
He desired that a stained glass window with 
suitable inscription should be erected in St. 
Ann’s Cathedral, Belfast, to his memory. 


FATHER WARNED. 

Robert Adair, a carpenter, residing in the 
townland of Drumnahuncheon, was fined 10s. 
and 17s. costs, at Portadown Petty Sessions, 
for not sending his child to school.

MONAGHAN HOSPITAL SURGEON. 
Monaghan Health Board, at its meeting 
vesterday, resolved that the Surgeon to be 
appointed to the County Hospital in room 
of Dr. Hall, who had resigned, should be a 
whole-time officer, and not to engage in private 
practice otherwise than as Consulting Surgeon, 
and recommended an initial salary of £500, 
rising by annual: increments of £20 to £700. 
It was decided to spend £1,100 on converting 
the Governor's house near the County Hospi- 
tal into a residence for the Surgeon. It also 
was decided to instal an X-ray apparatus in 
the hospital at a cost not to exceed £600.

At Portadown Petty Sessions yesterday, 
Mr. D. F. Bell presiding, a young man, 
‘thomas Monaghan, Hanover street, Porta- 
down, was charged with the reckless. driving 
of a motor-bicycle on the Armagh road or 
the afternoon of September 9th. The case for 
the prosecution was that the defendant was 
driving at about 25 miiles per hour in the 
direction of the town when he. collided. with 
a motor-van. The driver of the motor-van 
swore that he sounded his horn.

The North Tipperary Board of Health has 
completed negotiations for the purchase of 
sites in connection with the housing scheme 
for Roscrea, for which a loan of £18,000 has 
been sanctioned by the Free State Depart- 
ment. 


ANTRIM’'S ELECTRIC LIGHT: 

The town of Antrim has been lighted by 
electric light, and the new ‘system was 
switched on at the end of last week. During 
the past summer over 6,000 iourists have 
visited Antrim from Great Britain, and 
enjoyed trips on Lough Neagh. 

WOMAN FOUND DROWNED. 

The body of a young woman, Sarah Walsh, 
spinster, was taken from the Blackwater at 
O’Neill Crowley quay, Fermoy, yesterday. 
She resided at Corrin, about two miles out- 
side the town, and had been seen, it appears, 
about two hours previcusly. 

BOY’S FATAL SWIM. 

A fifteen-year-old schoolboy, Ernest Francis 
Irwin-Houston, of 34 Lisburn avenue, Bel- 
fast, collapsed after swimming in the Ormeau 


public baths yesterday, and died on his 
way to hospital. He was a pupil of the 
Junior Technical School, and visited the 


baths with a number of his class-mates. 


NORTHERN TEACHERS. 

Newtownards Branch of the Ulster Teachers’ 
Union has passed a resolution urging the 
Government to introduce amendments to the 
Londonderry Education Act in respect of com- 
pulsory attendance, administration, the aboli- 
tion of local committees, and have suggested 
the inauguration of a scheme whereby candi- 
dates for vacancies may be appointed by the 
local Regional Committee. 


GIRL ART STUDENT'S APPEAL. 

During the revision of the general and 
special jurors’ lists for Belfast, at the Re- 
corder’s Court, .a girl art student applied 
to be excused from jury service on the 
ground that she had to attend classes. The 
Recorder (Judge Thompson), however, re 
fused to grant the application. He did not 
think that the excuse was reasonable, and 
the girl left the court with the promise that 
she would not be c&lled very often. 


WARRING CAMPBELLS. 

When, at Derry yesterday, two men 
named Patrick Campbell, one from Lecky 
road and the other from Fahan street, were 
summoned for drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct, Constable Corr said that the defen- 
dants were fighting, and had a crowd of 
fifty or sixty people around them, the traffic 
being held up. The Lecky road defendant, 
against whom there was a previous convic 
tion, was fined 10s., and the other defendant 
7s. 6d, 


BAD LANGUAGE. 

At Derry Petty Sessions yesterday District 
Inspector Dobbin summoned a young man, 
Gerald McNulty, Foyle road, for using 
obscene language and for assaulting Con- 
stable Moffatt, who stated that at one o’clock 
on the morning of September 8 he. was called 
to a house, where he found the defendant and 
John McChrystal, of Alfred street, creating a 
disturbance. Thev refused to leave, and had 
to be put out. Defendant attempted to kick 
witness, and used very bad language. The 
magistrate fined the defendant 7s.

LOUGH NEAGH FISHERIES. 

The Lough Neagh pollen fisheries are very 
poor, and the best of the season-—if one might 
call it a season—is over. Both salmon and 
trout netting ceased last month after a very 
indifferent season. Eel fishing is now in full 
swing on the lough. Nothing more has been 
heard of the project for the stocking of the 
lough with Canadian white fish. There was 
some destruction of small trout in the lough 
feeders by flax-water in the past month. 
Additional constables are to be stationed at 
Toome to give the water bailiffs protection on 
the lough, there being still considerable 
friction between the fishermen and the Eel 
Company. 


BLAMED DRINK, 

When Joseph M’Gee, of Rowland street, 
Sandy row, Belfast, was summoned in the 
Belfast Folice Court yesterday for using 
arty expressions and shouting ‘‘Up Sandy 
tow ” and ‘“‘Up Derry,’’ a police constable 
said that the accused man attempted to 
strike him, and kicked him on the leg, shout- 
ing that he did not care about him or the 
Crown, as he was a rebel. Mr. Weatherup, 
for prisoner, said that he was very sorry for 
what had happened. He met friends who 
had arrived from Canada, and took too much 
drink, Prisoner was fined 20s. on each 
charge, Mr. Toppin, R.M., remarking that 
his behaviour had “been very foolish. 


FIXED HIS OWN FINE. 

At Derry yesterday, John Smyth, of 
Molenan, was prosecuted for selling sweet 
milk in the city on which tolls had not been 
paid.

Addressing the Waterford Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday, Mr. J. V. A, Spencer, 
President, said:—The directors view witb 
interest the establishment of new industries 
in other centres of the Irish Free State, 
notably Dublin and Cork, and we are deeply 
interested in everything which would promote 
similar activity in Waterford. We have con- 
tinued for some time past to advertise the 
facilities which we have for the promotion of 
increased industrial enterprise; we have a 
number of excellent sites available with 
riverside frontages and easy rail access by 
direct sidings; we have “excellent portal 
facilities, shortly to be improved, for the 
accommodation of steamers up to 10,000 
tons; we shall have, within the next few 
weeks, .grainage facilities for lifts up to 
twenty tons, and we are eager and anxions 
to make the path of any prospective manu- 
facturer as easy as our earnest co-operation 
can do. 

ELECTRICITY CHARGES. 

Referring to the charges for electricity, 
Mr, Spencer said that it would strike the 
ordinary individual that the most desirable 
thing to do in the initiation of a new enter- 
prise would be to launch out with the good- 
will of one’s patrons, but the Electricity 
Board promulgated a valuation scale of 
charges which have met with the approval of 
few citizens. We in Waterford view this 
method of charging with concern, It strikes 
us that the Board would be very well advised 
to scrap the proposed scale of charges and 
submit a scale based on the units consumed. 

Mr. M. 8S. Breen suggested that the Elec- 
tricity Boasd should be asked to send down 
a representative to discuss the matter with 
the Chamber at the next meeting. 

Mr. Jacob said that high rates and charges 
would be the chief obstacle to starting new 
industries. 


Mr. A. J. Phelan said that he did not 
know if they were right in encouraging 
branches of big combines. Goodbody’s, an 


old Irish firm, had been practically forced out 
through the praétice. 
REVALUATION, 
The Mayor said that Waterford had 


suffered intensely from revaluation. A big

THE PROGRESS OF 
ARDEE, 
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SMALL TOWNS. . 
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From Our REPORTER. 

ARDEE, Monday. 

A further step in the path of progress 
which has been followed, with commend- 
able tenacity, by the town of Ardee was 
taken to-day, when the official ceremony 
was performed of opening the reservoir at 
Annaglog, which will. furnish the town 
with a pure water supply, thus filling a 
long-felt want. i 
Begun in 1927, this scheme has been 
brought to a point of successful frution, 
after cordial co-operation on the part of 
the inhabitants, and untiring work on the 
part of those connected with the ultimate 
success of the project. The results of the 
enterprise will have a far-recching effect 
on the general health of the community. 
Considerable public support has been 
given to the scheme in the matter of 
having service connections made, and to- 
day optimistic speeches were delivered re- 
garding the future prosperity of the town. 


THE ASYLUM PROPOSAL. 
Important references were ‘made to the 
construction of-a separate asylunr for the 
County Louth, a matter which for the 
past few months has been much discussed. 
The hope was expressed that in the 
erection of that independent institution 
much employment would be given, which, 
at the present time—marking, as it does, 
the discharge of many Louth men from 
work on the Shannon scheme—would be 
Welcome, compared to the acceptance of 
the ‘‘dole,’’ which was described by the 
Very Rev. Canon Lyons as a thing that 
resulted in the destruction of the native 
dignity that belongs to labour. 
The reservoir, with a capacity of one 
and a quarter million gallons, situated on 
and fed by the Annaglog river, lies about 
four miles from Ardee, and the catchment 
area is altogether suitable for such a 


scheme. The work has cost £11,000. 
OPENING CEREMONY. 


The actual opening ceremony was per- 
“formed by Mrs.. Campbell, a well-known 
member of the Louth Board of Health, 
into the care of which body the scheme 
has been entrusted after the work of pre- 
paration and construction had been carried 
out by the Ardee Town Commissioners. 
Among those present were many public 
representatives, including Mr. James 
Murphy, T.D.: Mr. James Coburn, T.D. : 
Mr. James McGee, Chairman Louth 
County Council; Mr. T. F. McGahon, 
Chairman Louth County Board of Health : 
Mr. D. J. Blood; Mavor of Drogheda: 
Mr. M. Campbell. Chairman Ardee Town 
Commissioners; Mr. J. F. MéGahon. 
architect in charge of the scheme: Mr. P. 
H. McArthy, consulting engineer. and Mr. 
T. T. McGee, the contractor to the scheme. 
After the opening, those present visited 
the source of intake and the filter beds. 
and had the workings of the scheme ex- 
plained by Mr. McGahon, the architect. 


THE LUNCHEON. 
Subsequently at a luncheon in Camp- 
bell’s Hotel, many speeches were made, 
their keynote being the continued pro- 
gress of the town and country. 
Mr. James 'T. McGee, who presided, in 
extending a welcome to those present. 
said that the occasion was one that would 
result in great benefit to the health of 
the people. Proposing the toast of 
‘“Treland,’’ he said that they could sce 
that the Ireland of to-day was what the 
people had made it. As public adminis- 
trators, they could say that they had done 
a little to make at least one part of Ire- 
land a little more healthy, happier and 
prosperous. 

Mr. J. K. Murphy, T.D., responding, 
said that Trelund had a glorious history 
and a sad one, too, and it was. perhaps, 
well to reflect upon the past if for no 
other reason than to draw lessons for the 
future. The time had come. however, 
when all might leave behind the sadness 
and turn to the future with hope, 
confidence, pleasure and anticipation. 
During recent years there had been 
marked signs of progress in many ways, 
and it was progress that had them 
together to-day. 

Dealing with the proposed asylum for 
the county, Mr. Murphy said that it was 
his view that in the smaller institutions 
better results of curative treatment were 
obtained, and it was possible to effect 
greater economies than in large institu- 
tions.

CHILD MARRIAGE 
BILL. PASSED. 


LARGE MAJORITY

THE OPPOSITION’S

SIMLA, Monday. 

The Child Marriage Bill, introduced by 
Rai Sahib Harbilas Sarda, was passed by 
the Legislative Assembly to-day by 67 votes 
to 14 : 
The bill applies to all cammunities, and 
provides a punishment of simple imprison- 
ment for one month, or a fine of 1,000 
ruvees, for those who solemnise the 
marriage of girls below the age of 14 and 
boys below 18. 


. AN EXCITING DEBATE. 
The concluding stages of the debate were 
marked by a considerable amount of ex- 
citement. Mr. Acharya and the Pundit 
Malaviya summetl up the views of the 
Opposition. 
The former held that the bill would 
strike at the foundation of Indian society, 
and would bring about maternity before 
marriage, which, he alleged, was so 
prevalent in England and America. It 
was not the logic of reformers, but the 
logic of the Government bloc that was 
winning. 
The Pundit Malaviva considered that 
the Assembly was abusing its powers in 
hastening legislation touching on delicate 
matters. 
IN FAVOUR OF THE MEASURE.

WATCHING EVENTS 
CLOSELY. 


The Press Association Political Cor- 
respondent states :— 

While it is generally assumed that, as 
a result of the Hatry group collapse, there 
will be something in the nature of Govern- 
ment action, if only indirectly, the opinion 
in official quarters in London yesterday 
was that it was impossible for anything to 
be done in the immediate future, although 
the matter will probably be discussed in 
a preliminary way at the next Cabinet 
meeting. 

The whole subject of company flotations 
is one in which the Labour Party has 
been keenly interested for many years, 
but it is a far-reaching and. complex 
problem, and not one in which the 
Government is likely to plunge’ without 
great forethought and investigation.

PARIS, Monday. 
Cardinal Dubois, Archbishop of Paris, 
died at 5.25 p.m. to-day. 
At á o'clock this afternoon Cardinal 
Dubois was announced to be in a state of 
coma. His condition had become more 
alarming at a quarter-past 2, when th, 
Papal Nuncio and a member of his family 
were summoned to his bedside. 
All through the morning little hope was 
held out for his recovery, “the general 
symptoms of a slow vitiation of the blood 
becoming increasingly disquieting. 
He died from the effect of acute uremia, 
following on his recent operation. 


THE CARDINAL’S CAREER. 
Cardinal Dubois was born in 1856. He 
was ordained in September, 1879, and in 
1898 was appointed Vicar-General to the 
Bishop of Mans. He was called to the 
Episcopate in 1901, being created Bishop 
of Verdun. He became Archbishop of 
Bourges in 1909, and in December, 1916, 
received the Cardinal’s hat. In 1921: he 
was enthroned Cardinal-Archbishop of 
Paris. 
After the war Cardinal Dubois was en- 
trusted by M: Clemenceau with a mission 
to the Levant, where his personal action 
strengthened the Church in the educa- 
tional domain. 


SERVICES RECOGNISED. 
The rank of Commander of the Legion 
of Honour was accorded to the Cardinal 
as a recognition of his signal services. 
Cardinal Dubois ‘succeeded Cardinal 
Amette as Archbishop of Paris.
